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Trailer fires 
investigated 
as arsons

KINGS MOUNTAIN 
A pair of suspicious fires that 
destroyed two trailer homes 
on Ky. 501 Sept. 21 are 
being investigated as arsons. 

Lincoln County Fire Chief 
Danny Glass said the homes 
had just been fixed up by 
their owner, Kendall 
Johnson, who was preparing 
to rent them out. 

’’Both of them apparently 
caught fire the same morn¬ 
ing, which is what makes it 
suspicious,” Glass said. 

There was no power run¬ 
ning to either of the struc¬ 
tures, making the fires even 
more unlikely to occur with¬ 
out instigation, he added. 

Glass said by the time fire¬ 
fighters arrived on the scene 
before dawn, "one was pretty 
much gone" and the other 
one "we saved somewhat but 
it was pretty much gutted." 

Kentucky State Police 
Arson Investigator Pat 
Alford said his investigation 
is "just getting started" but 
the circumstances point very 
clearly toward arson. 

Johnson said he got a call 
from a neighbor who lives 
near the trailer homes early 
on the morning of the fires, 
telling him his single-wide 
home at the "back" of his 
property was on fire. 

"When I got there, the 
double-wide in front was on 
fire, too," he said. "I really 
don’t know what happened." 

Alford said one of the

21st Century funds 
provide plethora of

STANFORD — It’s a Wednesday 
afternoon at 3:45 p.m. and most people 
have left school for the day. But in the 
cafeteria and gymnasium at the 
McGuffey Sixth-Grade Center, several 
clusters of middle- and high-school stu¬ 
dents are just getting started on some 
unique projects. 

Sophomore Ethan Lasure pulls the 
line taut on his bow and fires a bolt into 
a bullseye target in the gymnasium, 
where more than a dozen students are 
practicing archery. 

Sixth-grade student Haylie Pevley 
sits with four other girls in the cafeteria, 
painting some personality onto clay 
vases. Pevley, who loves cows, writes 
"cows!!!" in bold lettering on the side 
of her vase. 

A few tables over, four middle school 
students are sanding down fuselages 
for model airplanes with the help of 
high school peer tutor, junior Kyle 
Peters. 

The after-school classes available at 
McGuffey on Mondays and 
Wednesdays are just one way Lincoln 
County students are benefiting from a 
federal grant program known as "21st 
Century."

Farmers 
market to 
get new 
permanent 
structure

FRANKFORT — The 
Lincoln County Farmers 
Market has been awarded 
$33,255 in grant money to 
install a permanent structure 
for its operations. 

Farmers Market Treasurer 
Steven Hoeck said the plan 
is to use the state and local 
funds from the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development 
Fund to construct a building 
at First Southern Veterans 
Park in Stanford. 

"We’re excited," Hoeck 
said. "It brings a much better 
place for local farmers to be 
able to sell their produce." 

The farmers market, 
which is open through Oct. 
31 this year, currently sells 
by the roadside near the 
intersection of Somerset 
Street and U.S. 27. 

Hoeck said the county 
land the market currently 
uses has been declared sur¬ 
plus and will be sold off. 
The goal is to get the new 
permanent structure built in 
time to use it when the mar¬ 
ket opens again next year, 
possibly sometime in June. 

Christy Atkins, who began 
working with the farmers 
market for a student project 
more than five years ago, 
said the grant application 
she wrote for the farmers 
market building wound up 
being about 65 pages long. 

"It was a pretty lengthy 
process," Atkins said. "We 
had to submit a budget and 
we had to collect letters of 
support from community 
agencies. It’s pretty in- 
depth." 

Atkins said while the plan 
is for the farmers market to 
have first right to use the 
building during its regularly 
scheduled market days, it 
will be available for use by 
veterans and others at the 
park during non-farmers- 
market hours. It could also

Lincoln team finishes 200-mile 
Bourbon Chase in 30 hours

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County had a good showing 
in more than one way during 
the annual Bourbon Chase 
running event Sept. 28 and 
29. 

A team of runners based in 
Lincoln County improved 
their completion time of the 


massive 200-mile competi¬ 
tion and Stanford was 
declared the best exchange 
point along the whole route. 

The Lincoln County team 
"Energized and 
Bourbonized" — completed 
their run across the 
Bluegrass in just a little more 
than 30 hours, placing 159th 
out of 287 teams and 86th 
out of 179 teams in the open 


mixed division. 

Last year, the group placed 
197th overall and 111th in its 
division, with a finish time 
of more than 31.5 hours. 

David Grigson, one of 11 
members on the 12-person 
team who live in Lincoln 
County, said running the 
Bourbon Chase is a "truly 
unbelievable experience." 

"Running is really an indi¬ 
vidual sport but this one time

Ky. needs pension 
reform sooner 
rather than later

Last week, the National Football League 
(NFL) reached a tentative deal with referees 
to end the labor dispute and get them back on 
the field. 

The labor dispute reached fever pitch on 
Tuesday when the Green Bay Packers had a 
game stolen from them on a missed call and 
then a terrible call by replacement referees. 

The errors grabbed national headlines, and 
frustrated fans and others began to take a real 
interest in the underlying dispute. 

At the heart of the disagreement is a desire 
by the league to move away from the current 
defined benefit program and replace it with a 
401 (k) style defined contribution plan. The 
referees wanted to keep the current plan. 

Does this sound familiar? 

While the NFL was able to work out an 
agreement with its referees to move to a 
defined contribution system in 2016, here in 
Kentucky a special task force on pension 
reform is wrapping up its work in Frankfort 
to make recommendations for the future of 
Kentucky’s public pension systems. 

The task force has heard testimony from a 
number of groups, including representatives 
of local governments, groups representing 
taxpayers’ interests, representatives of busi¬ 
ness, as well as employee unions and 
retirees. 

For the first time in a long time, all the 
groups seemed to agree that there is a true 
crisis in Kentucky when it comes to funding 
of public pensions. However, this crisis has 
real consequences for Kentucky families and 
hasn’t grabbed the public’s attention in the 
way the recent game has. 

In Kentucky, we have a lot more at stake 
than the outcome of a football game. Instead 
of missed calls and frustrated fans, it will 
mean major cuts to city services, directly 
affecting the quality of life of citizens. 

In the end, we need a recommendation that 
can be embraced by labor and management 
as well as the House and Senate that provides 
a real solution for Kentucky’s cities. 

Cities are urging the task force to develop 
a single comprehensive recommendation for 
the legislature to consider in the 2013 session 
that balances the need to have an affordable 
and predictable system with the needs of 
public employees. 

The pension reform ball is in the hands of 
lawmakers, but we can’t wait until 2016 to 
make a play. Lawmakers should note the 
important lesson learned by the NFL: even 
though the negotiation process was painful, 
the NFL found a financially sound retirement 
system for the future to be worth it.

Government is one game 
that really does matter

The biggest news in the sports 
world over the past three weeks 
regards replacement referees in 
the NFL. Complaints over poor 
officiating reached a fever pitch 
after a horrendous last-second call 
cost my hometown Green Bay 
Packers a victory last Monday 
night. 

In the big scheme of things, it 
was only a game. The regular ref¬ 
erees are back on the job and all 
seems right with the NFL. But... 
there is something more impor¬ 
tant than pro-sports, close games 
and officiating crews. It’s the 
November election. And a lot 
more rides on that contest than on 
what happened last Monday 
night. 

Distractions from every direc¬ 
tion entice us away from the 
political arena and many will con¬ 
jure excuses not to vote. Extreme 
partisanship and “my team at any 
cost” mentality have driven many 
good people away. 


It happens everywhere, includ¬ 
ing in the NFL. Last year the 
New Orleans Saints were caught 
placing bounties on opposing 
quarterbacks and rewarding their 
players for crippling their oppo¬ 
nents. The rules were broken and 
the Saints harshly penalized, yet 
NFL Nation has overlooked the 
debacle, found their easy chairs 
and resumed fantasy league play. 

Not so forgiving is the elec¬ 
torate toward the political process. 

Politics and the business of 
governing are not spectator sports 
and too much is at stake to sit on 
the sidelines. When a candidate is 
playing dirty pool, voters need to 
throw the flag. And it should be a 
10 yard penalty for voters who 
simply berate politicians and 
point fingers yet never show up at 
the polls to vote. 

Excuses for disengaging are 
growing old. Even if voters have 
to take a shower after enduring a 
season of political mudslinging, 
it’s a contest worth engaging. 
After all, the future of our 
Commonwealth is at stake and 


the only fantasy league involves 
those who think citizenship duties 
aren’t for them. 

Compared to other states, 
Kentucky ranks poorly. In educa¬ 
tion, health and personal prosperi¬ 
ty, we could be doing better. 

Much better. 

According to the Governor’s 
Blue Ribbon Commission on Tax 
Reform, the state is facing a bil¬ 
lion dollar budget shortfall in 
eight years unless the tax structure 
changes. The state pension system 
is severely underhanded and 
threatens future retirements for 
thousands of Kentuckians. 

A course correction is desper¬ 
ately needed. And guess who is in 
the driver seat? 

Before you mention any one 
candidate, remember who it is 
who fuels our leaders into office 
by going to the polls. 

There are five weeks until the 
election and it’s incumbent upon 
every Kentuckian to exercise their 
civic duty, educate themselves 
about the candidates and vote. 
Sadly, only around 14 percent of 


Kentuckians bothered to turn out 
in the May primary. 

Let’s face it, there will never be 
a perfect candidate for any office. 
Even when the top of the ticket 
fails to motivate there are still 
down-ticket races to vote in. 

Races for city council, circuit 
clerk, state representative, state 
senator, and congress will also be 
on the ballot in many counties. 

Politics and elections may not 
be the arena every individual is 
inclined to. Nonetheless, it is an 
arena every one of us finds our¬ 
selves in whether we like it or 
not, and we play a huge role. 

Citizens are not quite referees 
and politics may not be as enter¬ 
taining as an NFL game, but vot¬ 
ers will make the final call on 
November 6, and this election is 
much more important than a 
game.

World needs more free speech, not less 


I can say what I want, even 
if it offends you. And so can 
you. 

No American government 
official, high or low, federal, 
state or local, can silence our 
freedom of expression — 
whether it’s our views on pol¬ 
itics, public issues or religious 
faith. 

If someone says something 
we don’t like, we can freely 
express ourselves in opposi¬ 
tion, even if that speaker is a 
mayor, governor or — as we 
see clearly this election year 
— the president or his oppo¬ 
nent. 

Not so in many other 
nations, where governments 
control news and information, 
and an intemperate remark or 
nonconforming view can 
bring condemnation, prosecu¬ 
tion or even death. 

Americans simply view 
freedom of speech differently 
from much of the world, 
where freedom from some 
speech also is seen as a right.

For example: Egyptian 
president Mohammed Morsi, 
speaking Sept. 26 at the 
United Nations: “Egypt 
respects freedom of expres¬ 
sion. One that is not used to 
incite hatred against anyone. 
One that is not directed 
towards one specific religion 
or culture. A freedom of 
expression that tackles 
extremism and violence. Not 
the freedom of expression that 
deepens ignorance and disre¬ 
gards others.” 

Under the First 
Amendment, and over the 
past 90 years in our courts, 
we have developed law that 
sets specific criteria for the 
rare times we can be prose¬ 
cuted and punished for what 


we say. Threats must pose 
real, imminent danger against 
a specific person to run afoul 
of the law. Criticism and pub¬ 
lic commentary, however vile, 
are seen as less of a negative 
than the alternative — gov¬ 
ernment control of what we 
say, leading to control of what 
we think. 

Vulgarity may shock public 
tastes, but no government 
officials have the right to 
silence us simply because 
they are offended. Bigotry 
may be condemned by the 
many even as it is embraced 
by the few, but no court sits in 
judgment on the viewpoint. 
Blasphemy may enrage the 
faithful or entertain the faith¬ 
less, but no religious council 
has secular power to silence 
the blasphemer. 

Still, in the wake of the 
video “Innocence of 
Muslims,” angry mobs over¬ 
seas have demanded prosecu¬ 
tion of the film’s maker and 
action by the Obama adminis¬ 


tration to force YouTube to 
remove it. Failure to do so is 
seen by many abroad as 
American government accept¬ 
ance if not encouragement of 
the anti-Islam message. 

Why the disconnect? The 
reasons for the violence, 
including the despicable 
attacks that killed the U.S. 
ambassador in Libya and 
three other Americans, are 
complex. But consider that in 
many nations, any public 
expression occurs with offi¬ 
cial approval or support. In 
those places with an official 
state religion, no blasphemy is 
tolerated. 

Let’s not forget that even in 
the United States, we’re still 
trying to determine the proper 
role of religion in the public 
square more than 220 years 
after adopting the Bill of 
Rights. Think of prayer in 
public schools, posting the 
Ten Commandments in public 
buildings and religious influ¬ 
ences on public policy on 


matters ranging from birth 
control to euthanasia. 

There are some positive 
elements amidst the chaos of 
recent weeks. 

We should not be too both¬ 
ered by the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s request that Google, 
which owns YouTube, deter¬ 
mine whether “Innocence” 
violated the company’s own 
terms of service, and should 
be encouraged that, when 
Google said it didn’t, nothing 
happened. 

It’s troubling when our 
government criticizes any 
free expression or the speak¬ 
er, as it did with the film. But 
we should find some comfort 
in the fact that even when 
high officials condemn a 
message, they don’t feel 
empowered to censor the 
speaker. 

In some ways, we all — 
Americans and those caught 
up in violence overseas — 
are paying the price for for¬ 
eign governments that control 


speech and religious liberty. 
Those rigid systems fear dis¬ 
sent and diversity, and teach 
by example that cabal and 
conspiracy are behind every 
public utterance. 

Societies used to the give- 
and-take of public debate are 
not so easily shocked by a 
video or cartoon with a con¬ 
trary view. In nations where 
religious liberty exists for all, 
no faith need fear for its sur¬ 
vival. 

The only long-term solu¬ 
tion in the Middle East and 
elsewhere to the outrage, 
destruction and death over 
speech that offends rests in 
the First Amendment’s core 
provision for more speech, 
not less.

October is Breast Cancer Awareness Month

October is Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, and millions 
of women are celebrating their 
successful fight against the dis¬ 
ease. In 2010 there were more 
than 2.5 million breast cancer 
survivors in the United States, 
though this number is steadily 
increasing as awareness spreads. 

Aside from skin cancer, breast 
cancer is the most common can¬ 
cer in women, as about one in 
eight American women will 
develop the disease over the 
course of her lifetime. 
Mammography screening is the 
best method to detect breast can¬ 
cer in its early stages. The 
National Cancer Institute recom¬ 
mends that women age 40 years 
or older should have screening 
mammograms every one to two 
years. 

The most common risk factors 
for the disease are the following: 


• Sex: The disease is about 
100 times more common among 
women than men. 

• Age: Risk increases with 
age and is especially high for 
women age 60 and older. 

• Personal History: Women 
who have had breast cancer or a 
history of breast disease can 
develop the disease again. 

• Family History: Risk 
increases for a woman whose 
mother, sister, daughter, or two or 
more close relatives have had the 
disease. 

• Breast Cancer Genes: Some 
individuals are bom with an alter¬ 
ation in one or two genes that are 
important for regulating breast 
cell growth. This is rare, but it can 
be passed down to children. 

• An early first menstrual 
bleeding: Women who began 
menstruating before age 12 are at 
an increased risk. 

• A first pregnancy after 35: 


Hormonal changes after 35 can 
contribute to the development of 
breast cancer. 

• Having no children: Women 
who experience continuous men¬ 
strual cycles until menopause are 
at a higher risk. 

Keeping yourself healthy will 
help reduce your risk of breast 
cancer. Decrease your daily fat 
intake, increase fiber in your diet, 
eat fresh fruits and veggies, limit 
alcohol, stay active, and don’t 
smoke. While everyone is sus¬ 
ceptible to breast cancer, making 
good day-to-day choices and 
receiving regular mammograms 
could reduce your risk or result in 
early detection, both of which 
can save your life.

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Shaken baby recovering with relatives

STANFORD — An infant who 
suffered hemorrhages and broken 
ribs after allegedly being shaken 
has been released from the hospital 
and is ’’doing well” while recover¬ 
ing in the care of relatives, state 


police said Friday. 

Lucas Vinyard, 29, of Star 
Avenue in Stanford, allegedly 
shook the six-week-old daughter 
of Kisha Gosser on Aug. 17. 

When Gosser took her daughter 
to Fort Logan Hospital, police 
were notified an infant had been 
admitted with injuries consistent 


with child abuse. 
The infant was 
transferred to the 
University of 
Kentucky Chandler 
Medical Center for 
treatment. 

State police 
investigated and arrested Vinyard 


Aug. 24. According to Vinyard’s 
arrest citation, he confessed to 
shaking the infant. 

Vinyard has been charged with 
first-degree assault and is currently 
being held without bond in the 
Lincoln County Regional Jail. 

"The total extent of (the infant’s) 
injuries, such as learning disabili¬ 


ties or brain injuries may take 
years to identify because the child 
is so young and is unable to com¬ 
municate,” Kentucky State 
Trooper Rodney Wren wrote 
Friday. 

The case against Vinyard will be 
presented to a Lincoln County 
grand jury Oct. 26.

during the year, we come 
together," he said. "Not often 
in an individual sport do you 
get to compete as a team.” 

The 36-leg foot race

Energized and Bourbonized 
team member Angela Todd 
said. 

Justin Poynter, another 
member of Energized and 
Bourbonized, said many of 
the team members are good 
friends and often run 
together in other events like 
5Ks. 

"We all started running 
... on our own and every¬ 
body on the team kind of 
knows everybody else, so 
we started running togeth¬ 
er,” he said. 

Poynter said one of the 


legs he ran traveled through 
Midway, where there are a 
lot of scenic horse farms. 
But while it’s a scenic route, 
Poynter said it’s also "prob¬ 
ably one of the hardest legs 
I’ve ever run” because of 
the hilly terrain. 

The way the race is 
organized, each team mem¬ 
ber winds up running three 
separate legs.

"This 
race runs all over Kentucky 
and it’s neat that it runs 
through Stanford. It’s excit¬ 
ing to me to be that one guy 
on our whole team who gets 
to run in our hometown.” 


Descendant of Hatfields, 
McCoys, tells'real story'

Hustonville Police Chief Fred McCoy 
was born and raised on Blackberry Creek 
in Pike County. 

It was at his parents’ country store 
where farmers would gather around the 
stove, drinking coffee every morning, 
discussing the newspaper. 

When a picture ran of the statue of 
Devil Anse Hatfield erected at his 
gravesite, McCoy recalls a farmer com¬ 
menting on what a big monument it was. 

“And another farmer said, ‘Yeah. A 
monument to murder.’ That stuck with 
me,” McCoy says. It also has stuck with 
him that most, if not all he says of the 
accounts of the Hatfield and McCoy feud 
seem to be told from the Hatfield per¬ 
spective, which is why he and his wife 
Shelia decided to write their own book. 

“I’m a descendent of both the McCoys 
and Hatfields,” McCoy says. His great¬ 
grandmother, Nancy Hatfield, was a 
niece of Devil Anse Hatfield and she 
married Asa McCoy, nephew of Randall 
McCoy. It was Nancy Hatfield’s father, 
Preacher Anse Hatfield, who presided as 
a justice of the peace over the infamous 
pig trial brought on by a fight between 
the two families over ownership of a 
hog. 

“Really, I’ve kind of been working on 
the idea for this book for 40 years ...” 
McCoy says. “Over the years, the 
McCoys have come up on the short end 
of the stick during this feud thing.” He 
points out that Randall McCoy lost seven 
kids due to violence surrounding the 
feud, including a grandchild. “Five were 
brutally murdered. Devil Anse — his 
name was befitting. He definitely was the 
devil.” 

McCoy says all the places of birth, 
death, murder and crime involved in the 
feud have become historical markers, but 
the event is not exactly revered where 
he’s from. 

“We’d be in school, joking, ‘I’m a 
Hatfield, you’re a McCoy,’ and play¬ 
fighting, but even our teachers would tell 
us not to do that, not to talk about it ...” 

He says his family said the same — the 
feud is something you do not talk about 
nor comment on. 

However, McCoy says Devil Anse 
Hatfield was no stranger to talking about 
the feud — especially with the media. 
“He talked to reporters all the time, but 
the McCoys never did. So everything 
that was recorded in that way seemed to 
side with the Hatfields.” 

As a member of the family, McCoy 
says, “Our problems were never with the 
Kentucky Hatfields or McCoys. The 
problem was with the West Virginia 
Hatfields, which is where Devil Anse 
lived. There’s been so many myths 
about the feud over the years, and no one 
has set it straight. We were told never to 
discuss the feud, so we never brought it

But McCoy says he couldn’t keep it to 
himself any longer after he saw the 
History Channel’s three-part series aired 
in May. 

“It portrayed Randall McCoy as a 
drunk who cursed God and lost his reli¬ 
gion,” he says. “That never happened. 
He was one of the most religious peo¬ 
ple.” 

As for research, McCoy says, “I don’t 
have to ask anyone — I grew up in the 
life. I was born and raised a mile from 
where the feud took place. I’ve read sev¬ 
eral books, seen different shows, and I 
have no clue where they’re getting their 
stories.” 

McCoy included a section on myths 
about the feud and dispels many of them 
with facts, he says. “This will show you 
how certain things really happened and 
why other things don’t make sense.” 

McCoy says several pictures from his 
private family collection are used in the 
book that have never before been made 
public. Also, McCoy made sure to use 
coordinates when detailing various sites 
so those who want to use GPS can easily 
find them. 

He feels his background as a police 
officer for 36 years and a special investi¬ 
gator for several helped him keep the 
right attitude to research the book. 

“Between court records, historical 
society documents, things like that — 
there’s enough documentation and 
records out there that prove everything 
in this book. It’s out there, but no one 
has ever printed anything that favored 
the McCoys over the years.” 

McCoy says if he used stories passed 
down from his family that don’t have 
documentation to back them up, he tells 
his readers so in the book. 

The book really began, he says, as an 
attempt to gather all the family history 
into one place for future generations of 
the family to read. 

“When it comes down to it, I mean, 
you can take this book and 80 cents and 
buy you a Pepsi. Doesn’t matter. But at 
least our grandchildren will know the 
truth,” McCoy says.

homes burned down to the 
frame and the other was

21st Century funds have 
helped create morning and 
after-school tutoring pro¬ 
grams; establish musical 
groups and music lessons; 
provide engineering, art and 
even CSI classes; and offer 
zumba, color guard, 
Kentucky United Nations 
Assembly and a variety of 
other activities students 
wouldn’t get from their 
school experiences other¬ 
wise, Colleen Benson said. 

Benson, Lincoln County's 
21st Century project coordi¬ 
nator, is in charge of admin¬ 
istering the middle and high 
schools' 21st century funds. 

Some of her most recent 
investments include purchas¬ 
ing two mobile iPad labs for 
use in the middle school, 
paying high school students 
minimum wage to serve as 
peer tutors for middle- 
schoolers and providing a 
salary for a sergeant to lead 
the schools' Junior Guard 
program, which has experi¬ 
enced multiple cuts in fund¬ 
ing over the past few years. 

"These kids (in Junior 
Guard) are amazing," Benson 
said. "They're the ones will¬ 
ing to keep it going. They're 
willing to do whatever they 
need to do to keep it going. 
All I'm doing is paying for 
their (sergeant)." 

But 21st-Century funds are 
not bottomless — the grants 
start out providing $150,000 
annually, but taper off to 
$75,000 in the fifth year 
before ending entirely. 

Lincoln County High 
School is currently in the sec¬ 
ond year of its 21st-Century 
grant and receiving the full 
$150,000. Lincoln County 
Middle School is in its fourth 
year and receiving $112,500. 


The work required to land 
a 21st Century grant is exten¬ 
sive, and once a school dis¬ 
trict is receiving 21st Century 
funds, the district is moni¬ 
tored closely to make sure the 
money is being used for kids 
and achieving positive 
results. 

Benson said Lincoln 
County's most recent 21st 
Century evaluation went well 
and the district got high 
marks. 

Everything funded by 21st 
Century money happens out¬ 
side of regular school classes, 
but it all must tie back into the 
schools' core learning goals, 
Benson said. 

"Almost everything we do 
somehow or another comes 
back to the school day and 
what they're learning," she 
said. "That's our goal is to 
reinforce what they're learn¬ 


ing." 

Benson said the intention 
behind 21st Century grants is 
to get good programs going 
and then develop local sup¬ 
port for the programs that will 
keep the programs going once 
the federal handing is gone. 

"In a community as small 
as Lincoln County, it's really 
hard ... to sustain a program 
of this size," she said. "It's 
supposed to be sustained by 
the community as time goes 
on. We're working on that." 

Benson and a local 21st- 
Century advisory council 
have written up a sustainabil¬ 
ity plan, but by the fifth year 
of the middle school's grant, 
when funding is cut to 
$75,000 "we're going to be 
hurting," she said. 

When the Middle School's 
grant dries up, middle-school¬ 
ers can still be included and 


after-school class at McGuffey

allowed to participate in the 
high school's 21st Century 
programs to some extent, 
Benson said. 

The 21st-Century funding 
was originally tied to the fed¬ 
eral No Child Left Behind 
Act, but now that Kentucky's 
NCLB requirements have 
been waived and the state is 
moving to new methods for 
measuring performance and 
accountability, it's unclear 
whether 21st-Century grants 
will still be available, Benson 
said. 

It's possible some kind of 
grant renewal option may 
become available, but even 
the state Department of 
Education isn't entirely sure 
what will happen, Benson 
said. 

Schools with 21st Century 
grants are required to provide 
the same educational opportu¬ 


nities in the fifth year of fund¬ 
ing as they provided in the 
first year of funding. 

Benson said by design, 
Lincoln's 21st-Century funds 
have been heavily invested in 
equipment such as the iPad 
labs and a Weather Bug radar 
that students use to study the 
weather. 

As the funding goes away, 
the school district will still 
have the equipment available, 
but it will be up to the com¬ 
munity to put in the time and 
effort to put it to use for stu¬ 
dents. 

Depending on how much 
community support can be 
found, it may be that after¬ 
school classes are held with 
less frequency or that stu¬ 
dents will have to work out 
their own transportation in 
order to participate in the pro¬ 
grams. 

Benson said as the time 
nears when the grants will 
expire, efforts are ramping up 
to get the word out and find 
people willing to give of their 
time or out of their wallets to 
help the programs remain 
intact. 

We really need some peo¬ 
ple who can come and help, 
who can come and teach," 
she said. 

Volunteers for 21 st 
Century programs first go 
through a background check 
paid for by 21st Century. 
Benson said anyone interest¬ 
ed in helping out can call her 
at Lincoln County Middle 
School at (606) 365-8400. 

"I don't know how much 
the community can help and I 
don't know how many people 
are willing to come in and 
volunteer their time as 
opposed to being paid for 
their time," Benson said. 
"Worst-case scenario is it's 
just gone — we won't have it 
any more." 


DUI instructor 
to serve 6 years 
for falsifying 
public records

FRANKFORT — A 
Lexington man who is a cer¬ 
tified DUI instructor in 
Lincoln County has pleaded 
guilty to charges he falsified 
DUI program completion 
forms. 

Timothy Monhollen, 40, 
will be formally sentenced 
to six years in prison on 
Nov. 16 for three counts of 
tampering with public 
records, a Class D felony. 

The charges were the 
result of an investigation 
launched by Attorney 
General Jack Conway after 
it was referred to his office 
by the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services in 
2010. 

Shelley Johnson, deputy 
communications director for 
Conway, said Monhollen is 
accused of falsely approving 
DUI program completion 
forms on Sept. 1,2005; Aug. 
5, 2008; and May 7, 2009. 

"He was basically signing 
these forms for people say¬ 
ing people had completed 
the course when they had¬ 
n't," Johnson said. 

Monhollen, who was a 
certified DUI instmctor in 
Lincoln, Boyle, Jessamine, 
Mercer and Fayette coun¬ 
ties, was indicted for the 
crimes in October 2011. 

In addition to his jail sen¬ 
tence, Monhollen has been 
banned from obtaining DUI 
or domestic violence certifi¬ 
cations or working with 
DUI or domestic violence 
offenders in Kentucky.

STANFORD — A house that origi¬ 
nally caught fire Sept. 25 rekindled 
and burned completely the next after¬ 
noon. 

The residence on Ky. 78 west of 
Stanford, owned by Paul Long and 
Joe Hafley, sustained major damage 
when lightning struck an outbuilding 
on the property, burning it to the 
ground and spreading to the house. 

A neighbor happened to see the 
smoke and call dispatch, which con¬ 
firmed that the call came in about 
11:30 a.m. 

Lincoln County firefighters were 
able to stop the fire from spreading 
further; however, the house was “not 
salvagable after the first fire,” accord¬ 


ing to Fire Chief Danny Glass. 

“What didn’t burn was pretty much 
destroyed by smoke or water,” Glass 
said. 

Crews were called back to the 
scene about 1:30 p.m. Sept. 26 when 
one of the property owners discov¬ 
ered that the fire had rekindled. Glass 
said the owner had gone out to check 
on things when he realized it had 
rekindled. 

The fire completely destroyed the 
home. Candace Smith, who was rent¬ 
ing the residence at the time, was able 
to retrieve some of her belongings, 
Glass says, but not a great deal. 

“She hadn’t lived there long, 
maybe three to four weeks,” he said, 
explaining that much of her stuff was 
still in boxes while she was working 
on the house. 


Lancaster to move forward with lawsuit challenging 911 funding

LANCASTER 
Lancaster City Council 
members voted unanimously 
Tuesday night to proceed 
with a "friendly lawsuit" 
challenging the constitution¬ 
ality of a proposed change in 
911 service funding. 

Ordinances passed recent¬ 
ly by Lincoln and Garrard 
fiscal courts implement a 
new funding source for the 
area's 911 call center, 
Bluegrass 911, by placing a 
monthly fee on most water 
meters. 

Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties have traditionally fund¬ 
ed 911 service via monthly 
fees placed on landline tele¬ 
phones, but that revenue 
source is drying up as fewer 
and fewer people are paying 
for landlines. 

Bluegrass 911 Director 
Russ Clark said Monday the 
number of landlines in the 
call center's coverage area 
continues to shrink by about 


200 every month. 

Officials in both counties 
have moved forward with a 
plan to implement monthly 
911 fees on all water meters 
and eventually do away with 
monthly landline fees. 

But because no one in 
Kentucky has funded a 911 
center with a utility fee 
before, Bluegrass 911 board 
members have encouraged 
the counties to test the con¬ 
stitutionality of the change 
before fully implementing it. 

Lincoln and Garrard fiscal 
courts have both passed 
ordinances implementing 
25-cent water-meter fees so 
there's a law on the books 
that can be challenged. 

Garrard County Judge- 
Executive John Wilson, who 
also serves on the Bluegrass 
911 board, asked Lancaster 
city council members 
Tuesday to file what's been 
referred to as a "friendly 
lawsuit" challenging the 
constitutionality of the new 
water-meter fee. 

If the courts uphold the 


fee, the counties can move 
forward with their plan, offi¬ 
cials have said. 

The lawsuit is expected to 
be filed sometime this week. 

Bluegrass 911 
audit clean 

Auditor Craig Butler told 
Bluegrass 911 board mem¬ 
bers Monday his audit of the 


most recent fiscal year for 
the emergency call center is 
largely positive. 

"There's not a lot to talk 
about, which is good," 
Butler said. "You really did a 
great job this year of both 
your revenues and your 
expenses coming in close to 
budget." 

Butler said Bluegrass 911 
spent about $4,600 more 


than it budgeted, which rep¬ 
resents a deviation of less 
than 1 percent. 

Board member John 
Wilson pointed out 
Bluegrass 911 is paying off 
debt owed to the Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court faster 
than it budgeted, paying off 
$9,302 of the debt during the 
2012 fiscal year — more 
than $7,300 above what was 


budgeted. 

Had Bluegrass 911 not 
paid the extra debt off, it 
would have been under¬ 
budget on expenses, Wilson 
said. 

Butler said going over on 
budgeted expenses is a tech¬ 
nical violation of state law 
but "there's really no penalty 
that I've ever seen from the 
state."

STANFORD - Another 
Friday night and another 
stellar performance by 
Madison Southern mnning 
back Damien Harris and his 
Eagle teammates. 

The sophomore speedster, 
who already has scholarship 
offers from a handful of 
major colleges, carried the 
ball only 12 times Friday 
night, but he made the most 
of it, mshing for 229 yards 
and five touchdowns, 
including a 75-yard jaunt, as 
the Eagles soared over 
Lincoln County 47-19 at 
Death Valley. 

Madison Southern quar¬ 
terback Adam Simpson was 
no slouch, either, rolling up 
181 yards and two touch¬ 
downs on 12 carries as the 
Eagles out-offensed the 
Patriots 507 yards to 199. 

“Any time you’ve got 
Damien Harris in the back- 
field you’ve got a shot to 
score on every play, and he 
proved that tonight,” 
Lincoln coach Mike Settles 
said. “Unfortunately, we did¬ 
n’t respond to that very well. 
And (Simpson) does a great 
job, too.” 

“There’s no doubt 
Madison Southern is really 
improved, but we had trou¬ 
ble stopping them tonight 
because we weren’t tackling 
very well.” 

Lincoln’s defensive woes 
started on the first play of 
the game as Simpson eluded 
the Patriot defense and 
scooted 65 yards for a touch¬ 
down. 


“(Simpson) kept the ball 
on the option that first play, 
something that they scored 
on the first play last week 
on, and our kids just all con¬ 
verged on the dive,” said 
Settles. “It was just a matter 
of us doing our job, but we 


had some missed assign¬ 
ments.” 

Madison Southern (4-2, 2- 
0 Class 5A, District 7) 
earned its lopsided victory 
with 18 less snaps from the 
line of scrimmage than 
Lincoln (3-4, 0-2) thanks to 


some quick drives. The 
Eagles scored four of their 
seven touchdowns on drives 
of three plays or less, includ¬ 
ing their second possession. 

A short punt set the Eagles 
up at the Lincoln 39 then, 
after being dropped for a 1- 


yard loss, Harris ran 35 
yards to the 5 and followed 
with his first touchdown to 
give them a 14-0 lead. 

Lincoln got on the score- 
board late in the first period 
after an 11-play, 71-yard 
drive. The possession was 


helped along by an unsports¬ 
manlike conduct penalty 
against Madison Southern, 
two first-down runs by 
Connor Patterson and a first- 
down carry by Marvin 
Robinson. Quarterback 
Justin Hubble finished the 
drive with a 1-yard touch¬ 
down to make it 14-6 with 
3:56 to go in the first period. 

Harris used his fleet feet to 
help Madison Southern 
cushion its lead to 28-6 mid¬ 
way through the second 
quarter. He carried the ball 
four times on an 11 -play, 60- 
yard drive that culminated in 
his second touchdown, a 1- 
yard run, then followed with 
a 7 5-yard touchdown on the 
first play of the Eagles’ next 
possession. 

“Big plays are so disheart¬ 
ening, especially when they 
score on the first play,” said 
Settles. 

But Lincoln would recoup 
from Harris’ long run, scor¬ 
ing with its own big play as 
Deonte Coulter returned the 
ensuing kickoff 81 yards for 
a Patriot touchdown. 

Lincoln cut further into 
the Eagles’ lead before the 
half, taking its next posses¬ 
sion 54 yards to the goal line 
in 10 plays. Robinson, who 
led Lincoln with 69 yards 
rushing on 18 carries, ran for 
two first downs on the series, 
and Hubble and Logan 
Martin also picked up first 
downs before Martin capped 
off the drive with a 3-yard

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Lincoln, Boyle district duel 
decided in overtime 

Rebels tie game in final minute, win in sudden death 


DANVILLE - It took 
extended play, 80 minutes of 
regulation, one full overtime 
period and a portion of a sec¬ 
ond OT, before Boyle 
County got the game-win¬ 
ning goal it needed to beat 
visiting Lincoln County 5-4 
in overtime. 

It looked as if the soccer 
Patriots would prevail in the 
first game between the two 
teams since 2003, but the 
Rebels scored twice in less 
than six minutes last 
Thursday at Rebel Stadium 
to secure the 45th District 
win. 

Lincoln (10-4, 1-2 45th 
District) led 4-3 until the 
final minute of regulation 
when Ethan Edwards scored 
with just 31 seconds left on 
the clock to force overtime - 
overtime is required in dis¬ 
trict games where tourna¬ 
ment seeding is on the line; 
the teams were playing for 
the No. 2 and No. 3 seeds. 

Dominic Oliverio punched 
in the game-deciding goal 22 
seconds into the second of 
two 5-minute sudden death 
overtime periods to give 
Boyle the victory. 

“It was a tough loss, but it 
happens,” Lincoln coach 
Chaz Garcia said. “It went 
well for Boyle at the end. It 
wasn’t anything that we did 
wrong or anything that they 
did right.” 

The Rebels (6-8, 1-2) led 
2-0 after goals by J.T. 
Stephens in the 16th minute 
and Galen Overstreet in the 
20th, but the soccer Patriots 
rallied to tie the game on 
back-to-back goals by soph¬ 
omore striker Royce 
Cummins in the 32nd and 
37th minutes. 

Boyle took a 3-2 lead 
when Stephens scored on a 
penalty kick after Boone 
Baird, who drew the first of 
four yellow cards in the 
game, was red-carded and 
ejected for fouling the 
Rebels’ Evan McMann 
inside the 18-yard box. 


But Lincoln senior Carl- 
Lewis Cummins tied the 
game 8 seconds before half¬ 
time, scoring off a long 
throw-in by Josh Gooch. 

Carl-Lewis Cummins 
gave Lincoln a 4-3 lead in 
the 51st minute when he 
played a ball off a high 
bounce between two Boyle 
defenders and shot past goal¬ 
keeper Connor Bums for his 
second goal of the night, and 
the soccer Patriots kept the 
ball out of their end of the 
field for most of the second 
half despite playing a man 
down. 

Baird had been ejected in 
the 38th minute - he’ll also 
sit out the rematch with the 
Rebels in the district tourna¬ 
ment to complete a mandato¬ 
ry two-game suspension - 
but Lincoln outshot Boyle 9- 
5 in the second half and 12-9 
overall while shorthanded 
after Boyle held a 7-6 edge 
in shots before Baird’s ejec¬ 
tion. 

Garcia said the soccer 
Patriots should have capital¬ 
ized on some of the scoring 
opportunities they had, but 
he said they played well on 
the whole. 

“The boys did awesome a 
man down, 10 men on the 
field for 75 percent of the 
game,” he said. 

Edwards’ regulation 
game-tying goal came off a 
pass from James Warriner. 
Warriner scooted a right-to- 
left pass to left to Edwards, 
who was left open at the left 
post when Lincoln goalkeep¬ 
er Ian Blevins reached 
unsuccessfully for the ball. 

There were only two shots 
taken in the overtime peri¬ 
ods, and Oliverio had both. 
Edwards passed the ball to 
Oliverio near the left goal¬ 
post to set up the first shot, 
and when Oliverio’s shot 
bounced back to him, he shot 
it past Blevins for the win. 

Lincoln and Boyle will 
meet again on Oct. 8 in the 
semifinals of the 45th

Cedar Creek Lake gets first stocking ofrainbow trout 


FRANKFORT 
Kentucky anglers will have a 
new trout fishery to enjoy 
during the cooler weather 
months now that rainbow 
trout stockings have begun 
at Cedar Creek Lake in 
Lincoln County. 

The fisheries division of 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
will stock 12,000 rainbow 
trout at three sites: the ramp 
at the dam; the ramp on old 
U.S. 150, located in mid¬ 
lake; and at the fishing 
access area in the upper lake, 
located adjacent to the KY 
1770 bridge. Stocking began 
Tuesday and each site will 
receive 4,000 trout. 

“The trout look great,” 
said Gerry Buynak, assistant 
director of fisheries for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“They are about 10 inches. 
Because of the popularity of 
Cedar Creek Lake, we 
expect to see good returns 
for anglers.” 

Another stocking of 9,000 
trout will follow in February. 

“We should have these 
fish all the way into June of 
2013, when the water grows 
too warm for trout,” said Jeff 
Ross, assistant director of 
fisheries for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

Fisheries personnel plan to 
conduct a creel survey on 
Cedar Creek Lake and a con¬ 
current angler attitude sur¬ 
vey. They also plan to tag 
600 of the trout to determine 
angler utilization of the fish. 

“We strongly encourage 
people to return the tag if 
they catch a tagged trout,” 
said Dave Dreves, fisheries 
research biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 


“We have four metal boxes 
around the lake where 
anglers may get an envelope 
on one side of the box, fill 
out the information and a 
slot on the other side of the 
box to deposit the envelope.” 

The boxes will be located 
at the stocking sites and also 
at the Cowan Road boat 
ramp. The envelopes are 
postage paid. Anglers may 
take them home to fill them 
out, then send them back to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
Anglers must include their 
name, address, phone num¬ 
ber and whether they kept 
the trout or released it. 

“Those who participate 
will receive a pewter fish 
pin,” Dreves said. “They 
also are entered into a 
monthly drawing for cash 
prizes.” 

A total of nine drawings 
will be made each month: 
one $100 winner, one $50 
winner, two $25 winners and 
five $10 winners. “You stay 
in until you win,” Dreves 
said. 

Buynak also encouraged 
anglers who catch these fish 
to harvest them. 

“Adult anglers must have 
a trout permit to harvest 
trout,” Buynak said. “A trout 
permit is included in the sen¬ 
ior/disabled license and the 
Sportsman’s license. Buy a 
trout permit and take these 
fish home and eat them. 
Trout will likely die after 
catching and releasing 
them.” 

These stockings will be 
conducted over a three-year 
period. After three years, the 
program will be reevaluated 
to determine whether to con¬ 
tinue the stockings.

Fall forage notes 


Forage producers know 
that fall is an important 
time for their hay and pas¬ 
ture production. To 
ensure quality forage 
there are a few things to 
remember. I’ll cover some 
points in the following 
paragraphs that can help 
you improve your farm’s 
hay and pasture produc¬ 
tion. 

Now is time to stop har¬ 
vesting alfalfa. Let the 
field stand now until the 
first week of November. 
Then you should cut it or 
graze to get the feed as 
well as helping on disease 
and weevil control. 

If producers want to 
establish no-till alfalfa 
into a fescue sod, they 
will have more success if 
they start killing the tall 
fescue in the fall. There 
are two reasons I say that. 
The first is that using a 
translocated herbicide 
will kill the sod but also 
work on the problem of 
perennial weeds, and sec¬ 
ondly it allows the sod to 
fully decompose before 
spring seedings thus not 
interfering with germina¬ 
tion. If you are concerned 
with erosion, you can drill 


wheat into the field. This 
wheat will need to be 
killed prior to seeding 
next spring. 

Fall is an excellent time 
to test soil, especially for 
fields to be seeded to 
alfalfa or clover. We are 
offering free soil sam¬ 
pling now at the U.K. 
Extension Office. Doing it 
now will give you more 
time to get the fertilizer 
applied and this allows 
any needed lime time to 
break down and go to 
work for next spring. Fall 
is also a good time to test 
and fertilize all estab¬ 
lished hay and pasture 
fields. Nitrogen applied to 
grass fields in late fall, 
and I mean from 
Halloween to 

Thanksgiving, will stimu¬ 
late tillering and will help 
thicken grass stands for 
2013. 

For your grass legume 
fields, you won’t need 
any nitrogen just phos¬ 
phate, potash and lime. 

I also recommend talk¬ 
ing to your seed distribu¬ 
tor about grass, clover 
and alfalfa seed for plant¬ 
ing next spring. Most can 
find any variety you want 


if you give them enough 
time. Take time to look 
over the UK Variety 
Testing reports to find the 
best variety for you. They 
are available at the 
Extension office or on the 
UK College of 
Agriculture web site. 

Fall also is a good time 
to control some of the 
broadleaf weeds that 
infest pastures. Several 
broadcast herbicides can 
be used. They may dam¬ 
age existing clover, but 
clover can easily be 
reseeded into the field 
next year if there is too 
much damage due to the 
herbicide. Fall is a great 
time to kill out those this¬ 
tles as they will be in a 
young rosette stage in 
October and easy to kill 
with 2, 4-D products. 

Another thing to consider 
is drilling wheat into alfal¬ 
fa stands to increase the 
first cutting next year. 
This also helps to provide 
natural competition for 
chickweed and henbit, 
which have been giving us 
fits in our thinner alfalfa 
stands. Since this practice 
results in an early and 
heavy first hay crop, pro¬ 


Kentuckians get chance at polls to 
ensure right to hunt and fish 


Kentuckians get the oppor¬ 
tunity during next month's 
elections to constitutionally 
solidify their hunting and 
fishing heritage by voting 
for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment that guarantees their 
personal right to hunt, fish 
and harvest wildlife through 
traditional methods. 

The 2011 Kentucky 
General Assembly over¬ 
whelmingly passed House 
Bill 1, also known as "The 
Right to Hunt and Fish," 
which established a ballot 
initiative during the 
November 2012 general 
election. 

The Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources worked closely 
with the bill's sponsors, as 
did the League of Kentucky 
Sportsmen and the National 
Rifle Association. The 
Commonwealth is seeking to 
join more than a dozen other 
states that already have 
passed constitutional hunt¬ 
ing or fishing guarantees, 
including Arkansas, 

Alabama, California, South 
Carolina, Georgia, 

Louisiana, Minnesota, 


Montana, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Rhode Island, 
Vermont, Virginia, 

Wisconsin and Alaska. 

Idaho and Nebraska voters 
also get the chance to amend 
their constitutions with simi¬ 
lar amendments next month. 

The full text of the HB1/ 
Constitutional Amendment 
reads: 

"The citizens of Kentucky 
have the personal right to 
hunt, fish, and harvest 
wildlife, using traditional 
methods, subject only to 
statutes enacted by the 
Legislature, and to adminis¬ 
trative regulations adopted 
by the designated state 
agency to promote wildlife 
conservation and manage¬ 
ment and to preserve the 
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BIG ON COMMITMENT

ducers need to be prepared 
to make haylage or round 
bale silage to capture the 
best yield and quality of 
the crop. 

You need to know the 
quality of the hay you are 
putting up. Hay tests can 
be done through private 
labs or through the Ky. 
Department of 

Agriculture. The 

Department of Agriculture 
test only costs $10 and 
they come to the farm to 
take the sample and 
they've added a service of 
helping producers market 
hay as cash hay. Whether 
you are selling hay or 
feeding it to your live¬ 
stock, testing it for quality 
is a big advantage. I will 
be glad to help you put 
together a feeding pro¬ 
gram for your cattle after 
you get the quality test 
results back on your hay. 

These are some good rec¬ 
ommendations to consider 
and put in place on your 
farm. The end result is 
more forage, better utiliza¬ 
tion of forage, and better 
profits.

• Expected family contri¬ 
bution (EFC). This is the 
amount the student and fam¬ 
ily are expected to pay 
toward yearly college costs. 

• FAFSA. The Free 
Application for Federal 
Student Aid is the form all 
students must complete 
when applying for federal 
and state student aid. The 
best way to file is online. 

• Financial need. The dif¬ 
ference between the stu¬ 
dent’s EFC and the total cost 
of attending a college. 

• Grant. Grants are usual¬ 
ly based on financial need 
and generally do not have to 
be repaid.

This report is based 
on the information provided 
on the FAFSA and lets stu¬ 
dents know their EFC and 
eligibility for aid. 

• Waiver. A waiver lets a 
student attend college with¬ 
out having to pay tuition and 
certain fees.
